The 
anti-Hearst men, so termed, contended 
that thev were fighting instructions and 
not Hearst, and that they were against 
such action because it would be breaking 
a Kansas precedent to instruct for any 
one, 

The platform, which was unanimously 
adopted, indorsed the Kansas City plat- 
form of 1900 and the Chicago platform 
of 1896, expressed confidence in Wil- 
liam J. Bryan and declared for the nom- 
ination of men fur president and vice 
president who supported the tickets of 
1896 and 1900, and who were in sym- 
pathy with the platform on which they 
ran. It commended W. A. Harris for his 
record in the United States senate and 
charged the actions of United States Sen- 
ator Burton to the republicans. It in- 
dorsed William Randolph Hearst and his 
victory over the coa] trust as an example 
for democratis to follow, but did not re- 
fer to him as a candidate for president. 
Hearst men took it as an indorsement of 
their candidate. 

The Hearst plank which some of Mr. 
Hearst’s followers claim as an indorse- 
ment of his candidacy, follows: 


“In William R. Hearst, of New York, 
we recognize one of the foremost demo- 
crats of the nation. He uses his great 
opportunities and power in al) cases in 
behalf of the common people without 
counting the cost to him. 

“His single handed legal contest with

~ INJURED PARKER? 


Hearst Men Say There Is No 
Doubt of It 


of Editor Insist New 
York Will Not Instruct—Tam- 
many Leader Murphy Still 
Thinks That Cleveland 
Is a Possibility.

Washington, April 
Hearst men returned with vigor today 
to their claim that the New York con- 
vention will not instruct: for Parker. 
They are supplementing this claim by 
others to the effect that the Cleveland 
indorsement of Parker will help rather 
than hurt them. While the language of 
the Cleveland interview shows that -the 
former president went no farther than 
to say in effect that Judge Parker if 
nominated would be a candidate to whom 
every democrat could give his hearty 
and sincere support, the Hearst leaders 
are endeavoring to make it appear that 
this is a Cleveland-Parker alliance. 

On the other hand, leader Murphy of 
Tammany takes the position that Mr. 
Cleveland's words do not necessarily put 
him beyond the possibility of being nomi- 
nated, and declares that he himself is 
still as strongly opposed as ever to an 
instructed delegation from New York 
state. 

What Murphy Says. 

He is quoted as saying: 

“Mr. Cleveland did not declare that he 
preferred Judge Parker to any other can- 
didate. He merely remarked that if 
Judge Parker were nominated he would 
support him. So would all good demo- 
crats support him. .Judge Parker wouid 
make an ideal candidate. I am in thor- 
ough accord with Mr. Cleveland on that 
point. I have always said that if Judge 
Parker were nominated I would give him 
my heartiest support. 

“From my viewpoint, I do not see that 
Mr. Cleveland's statement makes his own 
nomination impossible. There is nothing 
in Mr. Cleveland’s statement that could 
be construed into a positive announce- 
ment that he has retired from the field. 

“As I have stated emphatically so 
many times, I am still in favor of an 
uninstructed delegation to St. Louis, and 
shall so continue. I do not see any 
reason to change this position becaus2 
of anything Mr. Cleveland says in his 
statement.”’ 

While he is talking for an uninstructed 
delegation, there are strong claims at 
Hearst WeadQuarters that a clear ma- 
jority against instructions is assured as 
the result of Murphy’s work with Brook- 
lyn district leaders whom he has won 
over from McCarren. 


The Unit Wule. 

They are arguing that the unit rule will 
be applied to Kings county’s delegation 
and that the Murphy men will have @ 
clear majority over the McCarren men. 
There seems to be warrant for the claim 
what the recent defeats administered Mc- 
Carren by Tammany's representative, 
Doyle, have the effect of injuring the 
prestige of McCarren, but how many of 
the twenty-one district leaders will follow 
the Murphy programme Will not be known 
until the district conventions meet on 
Saturday night. The Hearst people, who 
seem to be taking a livelier interest in 
this matter than the Tammany leader 
himself, claim fourteen districts will be 
against McCarren, which would mean 
forty-two of the sixty-three votes. 

Then arguing upon the unit rule basis, 
they put all the Brooklyn delegates in the 
non-instruction column. They add to 
these Westchester 9 votes, Queens 6 
votes, Suffolk 6 votes, Richmond 3 votes, 
Nassau 3 votes and “up-state delegates 
uninstructed’’ 67 votes, bringing their to- 
tal against instructions to 262 out of the 
450 yotes in the convention. These are 
their claims. } 

As I have shown, there seems to be Iit- 
tle probability of a county unit rule 
bringing the Brooklyn delegates ejther 
way, as in case things are close at A}- 
bany, the right of individual delegates 
to have their votes recorded upon any 
proposition would doubtless be tested and 
in accordance with precedents upheld. 

Hard To Find. 

Then nobody, so far as I have been 
able to discover, can show where those 
sixty-seven ‘“‘up-state delegates unjn- 
structed” are to be found. The Tammany 
or Hearst people may have them, 
ever, Senator Hill and the other active 
Parker leaders seem serenely confident 
that they will handle tne Albany con. 
vention just as they may deem best ang 
that they will have no difficulty in secur. 
ing the adoption of Parker instructions 
Tnevy seem to realize the nécessity 
their taking that step in order to insure 
the support of the southern and western 
states.

TWO MEN DIE AT SAME CORNER

Broadway and Thirty-fourth Scene of 
Double Tragedy. 

New York, April 7.—Two tragedies which 
occurred within half an hour of eack 
other at Broadway and Thirty-fourth 
streets, caused much excitement among 
persons viewing the scenes on the most 
frequented corner of New York.

CZARS TROOPS 
ARE INT RENCHED 


They Will Attempt To Resist 
the Japs’ Advance 


Indications Are That There Will Be 
a Great Engagement Near An- 
tung—Strong Position Is 


Held by the Rus- 
sians. 


St. Petersburg, April 7.—While the 
first line of defense against the Japanese 
advance from Korea is a strong position, 
selected by General Kuropatkin, néar 
Feng Huang Cheng, it is believed the 
Russians intend to hold as long as poss!- 
ble at Antung, which commands the 
Pekin road. 

The place has many natural advantages 
for defense. General Kuroki’s army, ac- 
cording to Russian advices, is strung out 
nlong the road between Anju and Wiju, 
its advance being severely impeded by 
bad roads. 

The Russians have entrenched them- 
selves heavily near Hui-Cheng to block 
the progress of the Japanese in case 
they succeed in landing at the head of 
the Liao-Tung gulf. 

RUSSIANS PLANT MINES 
NEAR MOUTH OF YALU 

Shanghal, April 7.—It has been learned 
here that the Russians have planted sub- 
marine mines off the coast of Taku-Shin 
(about 50 of the mouth of 
the Yalu river) as well as in the estuary 
of the Yalu.

PASSAGE OF THE RIVER 

NOT OPPOSED BY RUSSIANS 

The passage of the Yalu was un- 
opposed, although a detachment of 
Cossacks was on the hills to the 
north of the river. The Cossacks 
retired as the Japanese advanced. 

At other points the passage of the 
river was effected by the Japanese, 
and a strong body of troops is now 
in Manchuria. 

Although the authorities here are 
reticént, it is believed that they ex- 
pect early news of an important Jand 
battle in Manchuria. 

SIX LARGE BORDER TOWNS 
OCCUPIED BY RUSSIANS 
EOUL, April 7.—Telegrams 
have been received saying 
that the Russians are occupy- 
ing six large border towns on the 
Tumen river in northeastern Korea. 


A Korean prefect has sent in a re- 
port that the Russians and Chinese 
who were at Yonghampho, Korea, 
have withdrawn to Antungg across 
the Yalu river. Cnly a few mer- 
chants remain in Yongampho. 

The Japanese authorities have no 
confirmation of a reported engage- 
ment between Russians and Japa- 


nese at Kwisung. 


JAP STEAMERS ENTER 
ESTUARY OF THE YALU 
Seoul, Korea, Apri] 7.—The Japanere 
supply steamers are safely entering the 
estuary of the Yalu river and are land- 
ing their cargoes at various points on the 
Kotrean shore. It is presumed here that 
the movement of these supply steamers Is 
covered by Japanese gunboats. If this is 
true, the Russian forts erected upon the 
Chinese side of the Yalu river are evi- 
dently not effective. According to relia- 
ble Korean reports, the American mines 
at Unsan and the English mines at Gweh.- 
dolen are safely guarded Hy detachments 
of Japanese troops.

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HOUSE CHEERS 
PARKER'S NAME 


Alaskan and Philippine Mat- 
ters Held Attention of 
Representatives. 


Washington, April 7.—After disposing 
of ‘a partial conference report on the 
army appropriation bill the house took 
up the bill extending the coastwise laws 
to the Philippines and by a vote of 122 


to 100 adopted a special rule to dispose» 


of this bill, after a debate of two hours. 
This debate was exhausted save five min- 
utes, when the house adjourned. 
amendment to the Dill, postponing ths 
operation of the laws until July |, 1906, 
instead of 1905, will be proposed. 

Mr. Williams outlined the democratic 
opposition to the bill to be its tendency 
to increase freight rates while it would 
benefit neither the Filipino nor the peo- 
ple of this country. 

Mr. Lucking, of Michigan, spoke for a 
half hour in opposition to the bill. He 
maid the Philippines were pronounced 
home territory so far as the regulation 
of her shipping was concerned, but for- 
eign cordage interests, the merchants 
and every other interest was opposed to 
it, “except this infernal ship lobby, which 
has been here for seven years pestering 
congress. They are here today sending 
for a member at the lobby doors, and 
have intimidated an official whom I shall 
not mention.’”’ 

Mr. Small, of North Carolina, opposed 
the bill on the ground that it would in- 
crease freight rates and consequently the 
price of products shipped. 

During the discussion of an amendment 
to the army appropriation bNl providing 
$250,000 for a road in Alaska, Mr. Gaines, 
of Tennessee, declared that charity should 
begin at home. Tennessee needed roads 
in Tennessee, instead, he said, the people 
of the country were being taxed to build 
roads in Alaska and were beside being 
oppressed by the trusts. The oppression 
of one trust—the ice trust—had been re- 
lieved by Chief Justice Parker and five 
other men, he asserted, and suggested 
that Alaska might send ice to New York.

and seconded by Representative Bowers, 
of Mississippi, acting for Representative 
Williams, the minority. leader, who was 
late in arriving at the meeting. 

Edwards Lined Up with Hearst. 

Opposition to Secretary Edwards ap- 
peared. Representative Dinsmore moved 
that the newly-elected chairman be au- 
thorized to appoint a @ecretary to the 
committee. Representative Thayer, of 
Massachusetts, indorsed this action. 

It was mentioned that Secretary Ed- 
wards had some connection with the 
Hearst propaganda for the presidency. 
The friends of Mr. Edwards answered 
this by stating that this fact ought not 
to influence the vote either way, ag he 
maintained this connection entirely out- 
side his official duties with the com- 
mittee. 

The committee adjotifned at I! o'clock 
without ~ electing a secretary. Many 
speeches were made On the subject and 
no other nomination was made for the 
office. Senator Carmack, of Tennessee, 
and Representative Ransdelil, of Louis- 
jana, made speeches against the reelec- 
tion of Secretary Edwards. The adjourn- 
ment was voted for by the friends of 
The absence of Mr. Cowherd 
was given as a reason for postponing 
action as to the election of a secretary. 

The next meeting will be called by 
the new chairman.

The visit of the king to 
BarTcelona, the hot bed of republicanism, 
caused the greatest disquiet in Spanish 
official quarters, as it was feared the re- 
publicans and socialjsts. would vent on the 
king their hatred of the premier, whore 
strong measures dealing with the 
strike rioters had made him very un- 
popular. As a preventive measure 
large numbers of anarchists and other 
suspects were arrested last week and a 
cruiser, three gunboats and a large 
force of gendarmeg were sent to Barce- 
lona. 

The Spanish king was accorded a 
Tespectful reception at Barcelona, and 
Shortly after his arrival attended a Te 
Deum at the cathedral. The _ streets 
were ,decorated with flags and lined by 
enormous crowds of people. 

It was estimated that there were 200.- 
000 persons in the streets, and the press- 
ure was s0 great that the cordons of 
troops were repeatedly broken by the 
people who were anxious to seg their 
monarch, and the king was thus separat- 
ed from hig attendants.

Washington, April 7.—The census bu- 
reau today issued a bulletin, which gives 
the estimated population of the United 
States for 1903, exclusive of Alaska and 
the insular possessions of the United 
States, at 79,900,389. This is an increase 
of 3,905,814 since the census of !900. 

According to these estimates New York 
is now a city of .3,716,139 inhabitants; 
Chicago is rapidly approaching the two 
million mark, having 1,873,880 inhabit- 
ants; Philadelphia has 1,367,716; St. 
Louis has just passed and Boston has 
almost reached the six hundred thousand 
mark; Baltimore has 531,313; Cleveland 
is now a considerable digtance ahead of 
Cincinnati, which cities have 414,950 and 
332,934, respectively. 

Detroit, Milwaukee and New Orleans 
have just passed 300,000 and Washing- 
ton is close to that figure.

CONTEMPT CASE 


AGAINST CHIT 


Justice of Peace Cites Chief 


Ball To Appear in Cour 


Sensational Climax to Legal Fight 
Over Leroy Harding—Justice 
Ormond Wants To Know 
Why Prisoner Was Not 
Held on His Warrant. 


The legal fight over Leroy Harding, 
the Florida prisoner who was being taken 
to Cincinnati when stopped in Atlanta 
by warrants, and who was spirited away 
with the aid of local officers, has reached 
a sensational climax ,by Justice of the 
Peace Walter E. Ormond citing Chief 
of Police John W. Ball to appear before 
him on the charge of contempt of court. 

The contempt papers In the shape of 
a rule nisi were served yesterday morn- 
ing and Chief Ball. will appear in Justice 
Ormend’s court this morning. 

The contempt proceedings resulted from 
the chief of police delivering to Detective 
Cafiahan the orisonea Harding when! 
there was a warrant for Harding pend- 
ing in Justice Ormond’s court. There 
appears to have been some hocus-pocus 
about the warrant of which the chief 
was ignorant. The warrant was left at 
police barracks and later taken away 
by Deputy Sheriff Jones, who said he 
desired the paper to show to Judge Lump- 
kin. Just as soon as the deputy sheriff 
had carried away the warrant, Detective 
Callahan made a demand on the chief of 
police for the prisoner. The chief, finding 
no warrant in the station _sergeant's 
Office, turned the prisoner over to the 
detective. 

Right here a very important point of 
law comes up. Justice Ormond, who is 
sustained by a number of prominent 
lawyers, says that the chief’s kAowledge 
of the warrant was enough and that the 
mere temporary absence of the paper 
from his office did not give him the right 
to release a prisoners 

Why Was Warrant Taken Off? 

Chief Ball says he wants to know why 
and “how-come” Deputy Sheriff Jones 
carried the warrant off, and why the city 
detectives thereupon helped the Cincinnati 
detective hustle the prisoner off. Some 
of the city detectives seem to think they 
have performed a magnificent Sherlock 
Holmes feat, but the police are divided 
on the merits of the case. Some of them 
say that if the progedure of the Cin- 


cinnati detective In Florida was regular’ 


and if he had the—right to throw a man 
into a mail car and then defy the local 
officers, no man’s liberty fs safe. It .s 
contended that Harding may have been 
innocent and the mere fact that the 
Cincinnati detective had him under arrest 
was not proof enough to cause the city 
police department to assist the foreign 
officers in effecting his forcible and secret 
removal from Atlanta. 
Chief Ball says he has no fears about 
any contempt proceeding against him. 
“I did what I believed to be my duty,” 
he states, ‘“‘and I took no steps without 
the legal advice of the city attorney, 
who will represent me when the case 
comes for a hearing. I1 did all Y could to 
assist the detective who was trying to 
carry through the city a dangerous crim- 
inal, but I did nothing that was not 
within my legal duties as chief of police.”

Over Till Next Session, 


Motion To Postpone Was Made by 
Palmer, Who Prepared the Re- 
port in Favor of Impeach- 
ment—Lamar Spoke for 

' Postponement.

Washington, April 7.—(Special).— 
As the result of an agreement reached 
hetween the leaders on both sides of the 
house, a resolution was adopted post- 
poning consideration of the Swayne im- 
peachment resolution until December 13. 
The men who have been prominent in 
urging the proceedings are anxious to 
have the case heard on its merits, entire- 
ly free from political rancor. 

It hag been feared that coming just 
at this time, before the presidential cam- 
paign, an impartial trial would be im- 
“possible, so they were willing to let fur- 
ther consideration of the case go over 
until the next session. Then, too, it is 
claimed that the record of the committee 
proceedings is faulty in some particulars 
amd there were indications that this 
elaim would be seized upam as 4n exciusd 
for sending the case back to the com- 
mittee where it could be smothered. To- 
day’s action means that it will cOme be- 
fora the house next session with the 
Majority committee report in favor of 
impeachment. 

The republican leaders have been anx- 
loug to see the case disposed of tempo- 


.varily in some way as they want to ad- 


journ as s00n as possible and the im- 
peachment proceeding has been the prin- 
cipal barrier against that. The reso- 
lutions of postponement were introduced 
by Mr. Palmer, of Pennsylvania, who 
prepared the majority repore in favor 
of tmpeachment. 


Reasons for Postponement. 

In supporting this resolution and giv- 
ing his reasons, Mr. Lamar, of Florida, 
who brought the impeachment proceed- 
ings in the house, said: 

“TI regret exceedingly that it seems ad- 
visable that the matter of impeachment 
of Judge Charles Swayne should be de- 
ferred until next session of congress, but 
there are cogent reasons that seem to 
point out that this course ig the best one 
to pursue. The printed evidence in 
thig case -is embraced in a volume of 
considerable size, comprising 360 pages 
and included therein is the testimony of 
quite a number of witnesses and many 
pages of exhibits from the records of 
Judge Swayne’s court, relating to the 
amount of time he served in open ses- 
Bion of his court for eight years, and re- 
lating to many bankruptcy matters and 
his fine and imprisonment of several 
persons for alleged contempt of the au- 
thority of his court. The report of the 
majority of the judiciary committee rec 
ommending the impeachment of Judge 
Swayne for high misdemeanor, covers 
twenty-three printed pages.

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HANNA PRAISED. 
W UPPER HOUSE 


Day of Evlogies to Late Ohio 
Senator, 


Principal Speech Delivered by Sen- 
ator Foraker, Who Was Han- 
na’s Colleague—Was Pressed 

To Run for Presidency, 

~ Declared Dick. 


Wasnington, April 7.—The senate to- 
day listened to eulogies of the late Sen- 
ator Hanna. The galleries were well 
filled and the speakers given close at- 
tention. Those who spoke were: 

Messrs. Foraker, Scott, Cockrell, Platt 
of Connecticut, Cullom, Biackburn, El- 
kins, Fairbanks, Daniel, Perkins, Depew, 
Beveridge, Dolliver, Kearns and Dick. 

Mr. Foraker’s address was a candid 
review of the public career and a frank 
analysis of the character of his late colk- 
league. Mr. Foraker said his friendly re- 
lations with Hanna had been interrupted 
for three years, but were resumed in a 
modified and-less cordial way, and there- 
afier continued until his death. 

Hanna Stuck to His Friends. 

In political matters, he said, they were 
generally opposed in factional contests. 
Mr. Foraker said Hanna was a formid- 
able po.itical antagonist. Hanna, he said, 
would often assist his friends in their 
battle, “‘regardiess of their character.’’ 

“Only a man of uncommop strength 
of character and one possessing the con- 
fidence of his fellow-countrymen to an 
unusual degree,’’ he added, ‘‘could have 
Gone what he so habitually did in this 
respect without serious injury to his 
reputation, but with him it came to be 
regarded as a yirtue.’’ 

Mr. Foraker spoke eulogistically of Mr. 
Hanna's intelectual qualities, of his un- 
erring judgment of men, his executive 
qualities, his strong common sense, his 
business training, etc., but said that he 
Was deficient in scholarship and orator- 
ical gifts. 

Mr. Scott, telling of the attacks made 
upon Mr, Hanna, particularly during the 
second Mckinley campaign, when he 
formed the subject for cartoons in many 
newspapers, related the following inci- 
dent: . 


* 


Incident of Cartoon. 
“I shall never forget one morning when 
he handed me a New York paper con- 
taining a cartoon of himself, pictured as 
@ huge monster, c:iad in a suit covered 
with dollar marks, smoking an immense 
cigar and trampling underfoot women and 
children until their eyes protruded from 
their sockets and their skeleton forms 
writhed in agony. After I had looked at 
it for a moment, he said to me: 

““That hurts! When I have tried all 
my life to put myself in the other fel- 
low’s place, when I ‘have tried to help 
those in need and to lighten the burdens 
Of those less fortunate than myself, to be 
pictured as | am here, to be held up tou 
the gaze of the world as a murderer of 
women and children, I[ tell: you it hurts.’ 
And looking up intO the frank, manly 
face, I saw the tears coursing down his 
cheeKs and ths turned and silently walked 
away.’’ 

Mr. Cockrell spoke of Mr. Hanna as a 
soldier; Mr. Platt. of Cennecticut, of him 


great man from a state of great men; Mr. 
Blackburn, as a politica] opponent, and 
Mr. Elkins, as a political leader. 


Had No Se€tional Hate. 

In referring to Mr. Hanna’s rise jn 1896 
Mr. Daniel reviewed the campaign of that 
year, Calling attention to the fact that 
in that campaign the issue of the single 
standard had first been raised and saying 
that the contest was a battle royal. He 
spoke of the Ohio senator’s’S Virginia an- 
cestry and sajd that he had never shown 
sectional vindictiveness.

New York, April 7.—Daniel J. Sully 
gave out for publication today a letter 
of this date written to the special com- 
mittee of hig creditors, in whioh he as- 
serts that the offers for a sett.ement he 
has already made are the very best his 
assets will permit him to make.

The commissioner, with the approval of 
all the parties to the controversy, de- 
cided to recommend to the court that 
the bank should turn over the surplus 
to the receivers of Sully & Co., with the 
understanding that the F. W. Reynolds 
company, of Providence, does not waive 
its claim because of this disposition of 
the matter. The dispute was between the 
Sully company creditors and the F. W. 
Reynolds company. 

The investigation before Commissioner 
Alexander, which began a week ago, 
brought by the receivers of D. J. Sully & 
Co. to determine what Hability, if any, 
was held by Edwin Hawley and others 
in the cotton pool, was continued today, 
Mr. Hawley being the first witness. He 
was again questioned by Elihu Root, 
special counsel for the receivers. He 
had his check book with him, and in 
answer to practically a repetition of the 
questions at the first hearing, with others 
added, identified many entries showing 
that he drew checks for various sums in 
connection with his cotton deals. 

One check was for $44,000, payable to 
John W. Gates; one was to L, C. Weir 
for $44,880, and another to A, W. 
Burchard for $44,880. It was aiso shown 
that Hawley had received about $500,000 
in connection with the deals, and that 
much of this had been paid out by him 
to others, including Gates, Weir and 
Burchard. One profit payment to Ray,

BODY OF CHILD 
FOUND BY BOYS 


Coroner's Jury Says Child 
Was Murdered by Un- 
known Parties, 


The dead body of a young white girl 
infant wrapped in newspapers and se- 
curely bound with cords, was found yes- 
terday afternoon in an excavation on the 
sidewalk on Ponce de Leon avenue, be- 
tween Highland and Moreland avenues, 
in Copenhill. 

Coroner J. R. Stamps later held an in- 
quest over the body in the store of James 
FE. Cheshire in Highland park, the verdict 
of the jury being to the effect that the 
child hag been murdered and that the 
deed wag done by unknown parties. 

Chief A. Q. Turner, of the county po- 
lice force, made a thorough investigation 
but fafled to obtain a clue that would 
revea] the identity of the guilty party or 
parties. 

The body was evidently placed in the 
excavation some time Wednesday night 
and it ia believed that it was taken to 
Copenhill from the city on an electric car. 
The manner in which the body was 
wrapped and tied gave it the appearance 
of an ordinary bundle, one that would 
arouse No suspicion. 

The body is that of a pretty child. It 
was found by two negro boys who were 
passing along Ponce de Ison avenue 
yesterday afternoon on their way fishing. 
The boys at first thought the dDundle con- 
tained clothing, but a closer inspection 
revealed its true contents. J. T. Mills, 
who is in charge of some grading near 
the scene, was informed of the discovery 
and then Coroner Stamps and Chief Tur- 
ner were notified.

SENTENCED FOR KEIDNAPING. 


Harry Olsen Given Five Years and 
$5,000 by Speer. 

Savannah, Ga., April 7.—In the United 
States court this afternoon Judge Speer 
sentenced Harry Olsen, a well-known 
citizen, to five years in the penitentiary 
and a fine of $5,000, the limit under the 
law. The trail jury having found him 
guilty yesterday of shanghaing, or kid- 
nNaping, Mose Smallwood, one of eight 
negroes deported from Savannah on the 
Russian bark Alice to Bristol, England. 

The conviction is the first ewer secured 
under section 5525 of the reviged statute, 
which provides against this form of in- 
voluntary servitude. In sentencing the 
prisoner the court administered a scathing 
rebuke, saying that it was difficult to 
realize that such a crime could be pos- 
sible in this age. The penalty of the law 
was not, the court said, adequate punish- 
ment for the iniquitous conduct of such 
@ reckless man, whose conduct resulted 
in a reproach in foreign land, not only 
of this state, but the nation itself. 

The sufferings and indignities heaped 
upon the eight unfortunate negroes, the 
court said, might find its prototype in 
melodrama or fiction, but certainly not in 
the recent history of a civilized people. 
The action of the jury was characterized 
as an exemplification of the truth that 
the most effective friends of the helpless 
and unprotected negro are the gentlemen 
of these southern communities. The cases 
were prosecuted by Special Assistant At- 
torney General William R. Leaken and 
Assistant Dfstrict Attorney Alexander 
Akerman, the defense being conducted by 
Colonel R . L. Colding.

The letter from Mr. Fulten Colville, 
presented elsewhere'in our Columns, 
advocates a state policy for the en- 
couragement of immigration that has 
heretofore been indorsed by The Con- 
stitution, 

Some time ago we had occasion to 
refer to the establishment of a bureau 
of immigration as a part of the state 
machinery of our neighboring com- 
monwealth of South Carolina, express- 
ing the belief that a similar bureau 
would be a valtiable adjunct to Geor- 
gia state officialism, if it were run 
with “ginger” In it. What wag meant, 
on bu- 
reau, to really bring desired results, 
must be conducted on the lines of an 
enterprising, hustling private real es- 
tate agency. One that merely an- 
swers inquiries in a perfunctory way 
and 4g slothfully impressed by the’ 
weight of its official dignity would 
simply afford another job at the state’s 
expense, . 

As Mr. Colville says, the western 
states have been built up. largely 
through the efforts of their immigra- 
tion bureaus, which were certainly 
live propositions. This is particularly 
true of Kansas, which cooperated with 
the land departments of the railroads 
in aggressive real estate agent fash- 
ion, with the result that the railroads 
sold the bulk of their lands in the 
prairie dog belt, and the quarter sec- 
tion homesteads of the government 
were filed upon by eager settlers, not 
a few of whom were foreign colonists 
from the north of Europe. Kansas 
has no more industrious and alto- 
gether desirable settlers today than 
her Swedes and Russians. 


If one-half the effort expended by 
Kansas: to attract immigration to her 
drought-cursed western plains were ex- 
pended by any southern state to fa- 
miliarize the world with its manifest 
and manifold opportunities -for the 
right kind of settlers, that state would 
soon find its population and prosperity 
increased in a most substantial de- 
gree. The Kansas official “boomers” 
turned a veritable boom avalanche 
loose upon the state—while it lasted. 
The same methods, confined strictly 
within the bounds of veracity, would 
bring the states of the south some- 
thing more solid and lasting than a 
boom, which, in the inflated sense, no- 
body wants. We do want immigra- 
tion, however, and more outside cap- 
ital as well. 

We are glad to see this question 
agitated, and to help agitate it. La- 
bor conditions in the south—~with ref- 
erence, mainly, to the rural sections— 
are anything but satisfactory. If we 
could but get a few thousand willing 
workers from the north of Europe to 
go upon the sadly abused red hills 
of old Georgia we would find new life 
injected into our agriculture and a new 
prosperity in our rural districts. Cli- 
matically, the south is probably bet- 
ter adapted to the Italian than to the 
Swede. In some respects, the Italian 
immigrant is desirable enough. He is 
a godd worker and an _ intelligent 
worker, after some experience. The 
objections to him are largely temper- 
amental and because he refuses to re- 
gard his residence as anything but a 
sojourn, like.the Chinaman. The Ital- 
ian of the peasant class is quarrel- 
some, revengeful, miserly, and. his 
sole ambition is to return to “Italia” 
with enough capital to live indepen- 
dently ever afterwards. There are ex- 
ceptions, perhaps, but it is yet to be 
demonstrated that the Italian can be 
satisfactorily assimilated by the Amer. 
ican body politic. Perhaps he would 
be contented in the south, where the 
“Italian climate” would make him feel 
at home. Perhaps, too, the south 
could better assimilate him. Condi- 
tions are such that the average south- 
erner is willing to give him a fair trial, 
at least.

The Arming of Canada. 


There are signs that Canada is lend- 
ing a willing ear to the foolish pleas of 
jingo demagogues for a great volun- 
teer military establishment in the Do- 
minion and a new military policy that 
amounts to militarism. If the counsel 
of the Canadian alarmists prevails, 
the Canucks will be able to throw a 
force of 200,000 armed men into the 
field on short notice.

war against the United States. 

With all due allowance for the large 
“element of political hot air that en- 
ters into all this jingo talk across our 
northern border, wé cannot but view 
the effort to increase the Canadian 
military establishment to practically 
a war basis as unfortunate for the 
American people, particularly at this 
juncture, ‘when we are beginning to 
awake from our imperialistic midsum- 
mer madness and frown upon stealthy 
attempts to foist permanent militarism 
upon the republic. 

The war preparedness of Canada 
cowd mean nothing less than a hos- 
tile spirit toward the United Staten, 
and our own jingoes would be only too 
eager to seize the challenge as a pre- 
text for supporting a large standing 
army in this country. The trend of 
agitation is already in that direction, 
and the first step taken by Canada 
will be met by an American play in 
kind. For this reason we most sin-

Strenuosity in Tibet. 

The British “mission” to Tibet, 

which seems to be on all fours with 
that of Cortez to Mexico, has given 
the world a bloody inkling of what te 
expect in the future development of 
its purposes. Tommy Atkins has had 
a regular “pig-sticking’”’ time the other 
side of the Himalayas, and now that 
he has got his red hand in, we must 
accept another “colonial war” as on 
the British martial tapis, before the 
mad mullah has been_run to earth in 
Somaliland. However, England is 
equal to several such little affairs on 
the three-ring circus plan. 
Colonel Younghusband’s expedition 
to teach the Tibetans good manners 
toward well-meaning, if curious, 
strangers, bas the attention of the 
world in an unusual degree by reason 
of the mystery surrounding the for- 
bidden land of the Mongol Buddhists, 
its singular geographical interest, and 
the fact that it affords sort of a neu- 
tral zone between the insatiable maw 
of the Rusian bear and the British 
honey tree of India. Tibet has been 
described as “the roof of the world” 
quite as aptly as the Colombians call 
Panama “the naval of the world.” The 
country is a vast, wintry, arid table- 
land, as high on the level as many of 
the world’s most famous mountain 
peaks are above the sea. Think of a 
boundless plain between 14,000 and 15,- 
000 feet above sea level. . 

So far as Tibet is concerned, in the 
sense of colonial exploitation, it is 
valueless to any nation. The wonder 
is that the wretched, savage, fanati- 
cal inhabitants can find subsistence 
sufficient to keep soul and body to- 
gether. Nothing more than a curious 
interest attaches to them because they 
preserve a barbaric, perverted relic 
of the once gentle and benign relig- 
ion of Buddah, dominant in India cen- 
turies ago. The British are in the 
country for strategic reasons, fearing 
the Russianization of the more than 
half independent Chinese province. On 
the dead bodies of the Tibetans slain 
in battle the other day were found 
gung and weapons of Russian manu- 
facture, and it js definitely known that 
agents of the czar’s government have 
been intriguing to make quasi-allies 
of the Tibetans fOr years. The plan 
was succeeding very well until John 
Bull went through the Himalayan pass 
with his gun. 

It is not surprising to hear that Rus- 
sia has protested against British “ag- 
gressions” in Tibet. It must be ad- 
mitted the aggression is more rough- 
shod than the Russian diplomatic va- 
riety, and less deceitful. The “mis- 
sion” is regarded by the British gZov- 
ernment as a political necessity, most 
urgent now that Russia has thrown

‘S| THE PASSING THRONG. } 
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Georgia’s prosperity can be wonderfully 
increased by a concerted action on the 
part of the business men of the state to 
build up a trade with the West Indies 
and Seuth America, thinks Commodore 
George W. Gardner, of Cleveland, Ohio, 
who has been visiting in tWe city for 
some days and who attended the cham- 
ber of commerce meeting at which Hon. 
OC. P. Geodyear of Brunswick discussed 
this question. 

Commodore Gardner has been twice 
mayor of Cleveland and held other offices 
under the municipa} government. He is 
a large owner of lake steamers and a 
prominent member of the Cleveland cham- 
ber of commerce. He is commodore of the 
Cleveland Yact Club and one of the most 
popular and influential citizens of his sec- 
tion of Ohio, 


“Like a great many boys I was anima- J 


ted in my young days by a desire for a 
seafaring career,’’ remarked the commo- 
dore the other day, ‘‘and the nearest sea 
to me being the Great Lakes I ran away 
and secured a place on a freight steamer 
on the lakes—a job doing anything I 


could. 

“The steamer I was employed on was 
one of the largest afloat on the lakes in 
those days. It was about 150 feet long 
and was considered quite a big ship. 

“But within a few days now there is to 
be Jaunched not more than 25 miles from 
Cleveland a steamer that is over 500 feet 
long and will carry 10,000 tons of grain 
or other freight. That is typical of the 
growth of the merchant marine on the 
great lakes since I ran away and became 


a eabin boy. 

“The size of steamers on the lakes is 
limited only by depth of water and in 
most of the channels these big ships can 
now sail. Those not deep enough will 
be made so in time and then the great 
steamers can ply in al) parts of the lake 
and carry on untrammeled the vast com- 
merece now handled on those inland seas, 


the great lakes. 
e ‘There was a time when those bodies 
of water were considered nothing but 
ponds, but people have come to 100K upon 
them differently now. We have vast dis- 
tances on the lakes. It is 1,000 miles 
from Buffalo to Duluth, for instance. 
That is a pretty good trip by water. 

“Under present conditions the big ship 
to. be launched soon can come to Cleve- 
land, have 10,000 tons of freight unload- 
ed and leave the next day with 10,000 
more to be carried to another point. This 
sounds like a pretty big story, but it's 
plain facts nevertheless and the ship not 
only can but will do this very thing. 

“The people of Georgia ought to wake 
up to the fact that they have splendid 
opportunities for building up a large and 
profitable trade with Cuba, Porto Rico 
and South America through their own 
ports, Savannah and Brunswick. 

“This reminds me of a story. I know 
this is a democratic section dowh here, 
but I'm going to tell the story all the 
same. Onee a man passed a yard in 
which a small boy was playing with sev- 
eral puppies, The man stopped and chat- 
ted with the child. asking him in the 
course of his cOnvérsation what kind of 
dogs the puppies were. ‘They’re democrat 
dogs,’ replied the boy. A couple of 
weeks after this the same man passed 
the same yard and again saw the boy 
playing with the puppies. He stopped and 
chatted again, once more asking the ques- 
tion: ‘What kind of dogs are they?’ and 
this time the boy answered that they 
were republican, ‘Why.’ said the man, 
‘two weéks ago you told me, you little 
rascal, that they were democrat dogs.’ 
The boy smiled and said: ‘Yes, but they 
didn’t have their eyes open then.’ 

“What the business men of Georgia 
want to do is to open their eyes to their 
Own opportunities and take advantage 
of them. The Atlanta chamber of com- 
merce ought to be of incalculable bene- 
fit in doing this. I know our Cleveland 
chamber of commerce has been. 

“We started on a small scale but now 
we have a membership of 1,500 of the 
leading business men of the city and the 
chamber is a great power for good. The 
city council at first didn’t pay any :at- 
tention to what the chamber did or said 
but now yowll hardly catch the®council 
doing anything to offend the ihamber— 
not if the cmuncil knows it. 

“Just to illustrate what good the cham- 
ber has done Cleveland let me tell you 
something that happened there some 
years ago. The United States goyern- 
ment was constructing a break water and 
sent as an engineer to oversee and plan 
the work an army officer. Just why 
the government should send an army of- 
ficer to do this kind of work I never 
could see but that doesn’t matter us far 
as this story is concerned except that 
the particular army officer @eviseq un- 
suitable plans and the chamber of com- 
merce, the only organization prepared to 
do so, sent a committee to him with the 
result that the plans were changed and 
the work done in a satisfactory manner. 

“But I see that.you have a fine. flour- 
ishing chamber of commerce in Atlanta 
and that it is working on the right lines 
so there is no need of bestowing advice 
on the men who could build un such a 
beautiful. splendid, prosperous city as At- 
lanta {s.”’ ;

The following address in behalf of Chief 
Justice Simmons is prepared by a com- 
mittee representing attorneys throughout 
the state who are zealously interesting 
themsélves in behalf of Justice Simmons. 

The committee signing this address is 
made up of prominent attorneys in every 
part of the state. 

The address is as follows: 

To the Democratic Voters of Georgia: 
} At the ‘avproaching primary election 
which is*to be held on the 20th day of 
April next, Hon. Thomas J. Simmons. 
the present chief justice of the supreme 
court of Georgia, yielding to requests 
from a large number of democrats from 
all sections of. the state who are engaged 
in and represent all the various profes- 
sional, business and industrial pursuits, 
Nag consented to become a candidate for 
reelection to that high and responsible 
judicial position. Since there may be 
many citizens of the state with whom 
Chief Justice Simmons has not the pleas- 
ure Of @ personal acquaintance, the un- 
dersigned, acting for themselves and as 
well on behalf of a large number of law- 
yers throughout the state, deem it not in- 
appropriate to say that Judge Sirmimons. 
measured by any standard, ranks among 
the best, ithe purest, the ablest men 
whom Georgia has produced. From his 
youth up he has been a consistent and 
devoted member of the church. In his 
young manhood he gave the best four 
years of his life to the service of his 
cOuntry, and as a confederate soldier 
fought his way up from the ranks of 
the private to the rank of a colonel. He 
has been throughout his whole Iff ab- 
solutely true to the best traditions of our 
Southern land. Until called to the bench 
he was foremost in all the battles of the 
democracy; and was one of the most com- 
manding figures in the democratic party 
of the state during the trying hours of 
the reconstruction.

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COUNTIES MUST PAY TAX 
ON DISPENSARY PROPERTY 


counties, are public 
property, Attorney General Hart holds 
that they are subject to taxation by the 
state, and the county under Judge Hart's 
ruling must not only pay taxes on such 
real estate as is used in the conduct of 
the dispensary, but upon the entire stock 
of wines and liquors carried for sale. 

Attorney General Hart rendered this 
opinion yesterday as the result of an in- 
guiry from Comptroller General W. A. 
Wright, who stated that the number of 
these dispensaries throughout the state 
is being increased all the time, and it 
Was important that a ruling should be 
miade in this matter. 

The present legislature put a specific 
tax of $200 on these dispensaries, the 
same as is required of all other liquor 
dealors throughout the state. Judge Hart 
holds that the dispensary should likewise 
pay an ad valorem on the stock of goods 
carried as well as on any real estate it 
might own. 

Judge Hart's letter on the subject, 
which will prove of state wide interest, 
is as follows: 

“Hon William A. Wright, Comptrollec 
General, Atlanta, Ga.: Dear Sir—I am 
in receipt of your letter of March 3}. Il 
note the request therein for an official 
ruling on the question, ‘Is the property, 
real and personal, of the dispensaries es- 
tablished in the various counties of this 
state liable to aq valorem taxation?’ I 
assume the property referred to is the 
buildings occupied by the dispensaries 
and the stock of liquors kept therein for 
sale. 1 note your reference to the im- 
portance of the ruling invoked because 
of the rapid growth in this state of dis- 
pensaries and the large amount of capital 


ESPIT® the fact that dispensaries 
[ ) sr the sale of liquors which are 
operated by 


now being used in the conduct of the 
business. , 

“Whether this property Is subject” to 
taxation as other property in this state 
only tnvolves in a quolified sense the 
question of ownership of the property. 
The argument is, if it is the property of 
the state, the county or the municipality. 
it is public property and as such would 
not he liable to taxation, being tovered 
by the provision in the constitution au- 
thorizing the general assembly by law to 
exempt from taxation all public property, 
places of religious worship, all institu- 
tions of purely public charity, etc. 

“Tl do not deem it necessary to discuss 
whether it is within the power of the 
legislature to authorize a county or muni- 
cipality to conduct the business of a 
dispensary for revenue, for if it be con- 


ceded that the legislature has such power. 
' do not think that the stock of liquors 


kept in such dispensary is the kind of 
‘public property’ which the conatitutfon 
contemplated the legislature might ex- 
empt from taxation. This conclusion i¢ 
amply supported by the act of the legis- 
lature passed at its last session imposing 
a tax of $200 on each dispensary, and as 
I understood, in the nature of a buat- 
ness or occupation tax. The legislature 
has put the dispensary on the same plane 
with the dealer in spirituous liquors, In 
that each is required to pay an occupa- 
tion tax of $200. In addition to the oc 
cupation tax every dealer pays an ad 
valorem tax cn his stock of goods. A 
dispensary should pay a like tax. 

“I am therefore of the opinion that 
the dispensary stands on the same foot- 
ing as any other dealer in liquors in 
Georgia as to their liability to taxation, 
viz.: An occupation tax of $200 for each 
dispensary and an ad valorem tax on 
the stock of liquors at the same rate 
that property generally In this state is 
taxed. and to be collected under the 
same laws.

NO DENIAL HAS BEEN MADE’ 
OF PLOT AGAINST YEOMANS 


Has Been Construed in Various Parts of the State as 
Attack on the Governor--Yeomans Strongly 
Indorsed. 


HOUGH reports of the movement 

designed to defeat Hon. M. J, Yeo- 

mans, of Terrell county, for the 
chairmanship of the state convention on 
June |, have been published in the state 
press for a week or more, and though 
they have been connected with and seem 
to have sprung out of the organization 
of the second Parker club, no official 
denia] of the existence of such a move- 
ment has, so far, come from any source. 

The fact that it has not been denied has 
only served to contirm the opinion in 
practically all quarters of the state, that 
such a movement has been in progress 
and, doubtless, still is. 

Not only ‘that but editors of newspapers

“The Savannah Press agrees with The 
Augusta Chronicle that Mr. M, J. Yeo- 
mans, of Dawson, Terrell county, should 
be elected chairman of the State Demo- 
cratig convention soon to assemble in 
Atlanta, Mr. Yeomans was temporary 
chairman of the last convention and prov- 
ed to be one of the best campaigners in: 
Georgia. He is a tireless worker and 
understands the situation in nearly every 
county in the state of Georgia.

PAVORED PRICES 


Most Important Stocts Showed Incll- 
nation Te Hang Back. N 


STEEL SAVED THE MARKET 


The Rise Was Less Than a Point 
Except in Scattered Instances, 
with Activity Much Cur- 
tailed In Latter Part 
of Day. 


New York, April 7.—There were signs 
of staleneajs in the market’s upward 
movement today and the action of pricés 
became decidediy irregular during the 
day. This might have been even more 
marked had it not been \for the strong 
sustaining influence of the persistent up- 
ward movement of United States Steel 
preferred and the enormous absorption or 
the second mortgage bonds, which made 
the backbone of the whole market. ‘The 
most important stocks were inclined to 
hang back, and showed the effects of 
realizing on thew recent advance, in 
spite of some items of news that might 
have helped their advance. Amongst 
these were good statements of February 
net earnings by all railroads in the sv- 
called Harriman group, including. Union 
Pacific and Southern Pacific. The weather 
map and the crop news continued fa» 
vorable to the southwestern grain car- 
riers, but Missouri Pacific, Wabash pre- 
ferred, Rock Island and Atchison prefer- 
red were the only stocks to respond to 
an appreciable extent. The strength of 
the United States Steel securities was 
attributed to consideration of the quar- 
terly report. The indications given by it 
of improvement in the trade helped stocks 
of some independent iron and steel com- 
panies as well. Amalgamated Copper 
shared moderately. in the strength of 
the metals stocks. The settlement of the 
building trades labor dispute in New York 
helped United States Steel, owing to the 
promise of increased requirements for 
structura] material, and also was the 
direct cause of a spurt in the United 
States Realty and Construction stocks, 
Money was loaned over the end of the 
year today at as low at 4% per cent per 
annum. The outward movement of gold 
in these circumstances caused little un- 
easiness. Only in scattered instances did 
the rise in stocks reach as much as a 
point and the activity of the market 
was much curtailed in the latter part of 
the day. The close was quite active 
again, but irregular.
